United States currency. His reputa- 
tion has not been g He returned 
here three months ago, but has not been 
seen since. This circumstance, to- 
gether with his fight with the officers 
at Visalia, Cal., leads to the suspicion 
that he was one of the parties who fig- 
ured iu the Kasata affair. It was 
given out shortly after this affair 
that the robbers were in the city for 
two days after the attempted robbery, 
and if so it might be that Sontag and 
Evans were the parties. The police 
are thoughtto have important inside 
facts, but refuse to give out informa- 
tion for a day or two, until more is 
heard from California. The robberies 
at West Prairie Junction, Kasata and 
Collis were conducted on the same 
plan, and there is reason to believe the 
same parties carried out the three. 

The stepfather of the Sontag boys is 
proprietor of a hotel in this city, but 
their own father’s name is Conant. 
which they do not carry. The police 
believe that there is no doubt that the 
in California belong to the 
same family living here. Interesting 


developments are expected. 


INQUEST ON BEAVER. 
Testimony of Witnesses Who Talked with 
the Train-robbers. 

Visauia, Aug. 7.—[By tne Associated 
Press.] The Coroner resumed the in- 


quest today on the body of Oscar Beaver, |. 


killed by train-robbers on Friday night 
at Chris Evans’s house. 

Harvey Ward, who lives twelve miles 
north of ity, 2 and _whe furnished 


the robbers a caft and mule, testified | ~ 


that Chris Evans and John Sontag came 
to his house on Saturday morning be- 
tween 5 and 6 o’clock and demanded 
breakfast and a team, offering to pay 
for the same. The men were armed 
with double-barrelled shotguns ond six- 


shooters. Evans said he had shota man 
in Visalia. He was backing a buggy 
out of his barn when a voice said, 


„Who's there?”’ and he shot in that di- 
rection. Evans said he never saw bul- 
lets fly as thick as they did then. The 

fellow who called out was a gritty 
little devil, and returned the shots. 

Evans told Ward how Detective Smith 
‘and Witty tried to arrest him on Friday 
noon on suspicion of being train-rob- 
bers and that he would allow no man to 
arrest him in his own house. Evans 
said he was innocent of anycrime. He 
was anxious to know who he had killed 
on Friday night. After the shooting, 

Evans and Sontag left town, seeing no. 
officers on the road, though expecting 
torun intothem every minute. The 


j robbers stayed at Ward’s place about 


two hours and then left, taking a mule 
and cart, paying $2 for their use. They 
saidthey had ae of provisions in 
the mountains. While eating breakfast 
at Ward's place the train-robbers were 
very watchful against surprise and kept 
their guns handy for use. Sontag was 
very lame and tired. 

W. Nolan corroborated Ward’s testi- 
mony with the exception that he says 
Sontag told him that he shot Beaver. 

John March, a stock-raiser, testified 
that last Monday he saw Evans and two 
other men on Nigger Creek. One man 
was named Young; the other man he 
did not know. John Sontag was not 
with the party. March then identified 
George Sontag as the man in the party 
he did not know. The men were on 
horseback and had flour sacks on the 
horns of their saddles filled with some- 
thing. 

March's testimony is considered an 
important link in showing that these 


| men were on their way to rob the train. 


The jury returned a verdict that Bea- 
ver came to his death from a gunshot 
wound inflicted by Chris Evans and 
John Sontag.

In Moscow nine new cases of 
cholera and five deaths were reported 
on Saturday, and ten new cases, and 
seven deaths on Sunday. The Gover- 
norof Moscow has issued a proclama- 
tion ordering precautions to be taken 
to prevent an epidemic of cholera, and 
fixing severe penalties for non-com- 
pliance with the regulations.

A DEAD DESPERADO. 


The Slayer of Many Men at Last Bites the 
Dust. 


Jorn (Mo.,) Aug. 7.—[By the Asso- 


ciated Press.] George Hudson, a no- 


torious robber and murderer of Granby, 
was shot and killed last night in a 
saloon at that place while resisting 
arrest. Hudson began his career of 
crime when a mere boy in his native 
State of Mississippi, where he killeda 
negro. He came direct to Granby, 
where he killed a German shoemaker 
and then fled to Granite Pass, Colo., 
where he murdered an old man and 
robbede him of $1700. Returning to 
Granby, he shot and killed a deaf mute, 
and afterward killed N. O. Taylor and 
J. F. Goodykountz while resisting ar- 
rest. Later he killed Dr. L. G. Howard. 

For some reason unknown it has never 
been possible to secure a conviction in 
any of his trials. Hudson intimidated

A Serious Revolt in Bolivia. 

Panis, Aug. 7.—A dispatch from 
Buenos Ayres reports that an insurrec- 
tion has broken out at Chiquis, Bolivia; 
that the leader Comacho and seventeen 
deputies have been executedanda state 
of siege proclaimed. 

Wasuineton, Aug. 7.—The State De- 
partment isin receipt of information 
that a serious revolutionary conspiracy 
has been discovered in Bolivia. A 
large number of prominent men, in- 
cluding many members of Congress, it 
is reported, ha ve been sent beyond the 
frontier and martial law has been pro- 
claimed throughout the_ republic.

Unless the 
decision is reversed the steamship com- 
pany will have to secure a new set of 
officers for the two steamships or else 
delay the documenting of the vessels 
under the United States law until the 
present officers can legally serve.

Politics Plainly Discussed by Rev: 
Mr. Campbell. 


Methods Practiced in the Recent 
Primaries Strongly Denounced. 


‘The Minister’s Remarks Frequently 
Interrupted by Applause. 


Rev. Mr. Stine's Opening Sermon at the 
English Lutheran Charch—Bishop 
Maygood at the Trinity Meth- 
odist—Church Notes. 


Politics and those ‘‘putrid primaries”’ 
seem to be creeping into pulpit promi- 
netice. The echoes of applause which 
rang out repeatedly last night from the 
auditorlum of the First Methodist 
Church gave no uncertain evidence of 
the approval of the sentiments uttered - 
fearlessly and plainly by Rev. Dr. J. W.

Ido not know why, if a 
man doesn't voté-right, he shouldn't be 
told so by his preacher. We speak out 
sor | on other forms of evil, and why 
should we be muzzled on this? [Ap- 
plause.] A man told me not an hour 
since that at our recent election in a 
certain precinct it was positively 
known that one man entered a saloon 
and voted seven times. There was 
a2 Congressman to be nominated and 
there is a Congressman to be elected. 
But if he is to be elected by that kind of 


, hoodlum element, God pity us. If rum 


is to carry the day we are living ina 
worse despotism than in the time of the 
Charleses. When intelligent men go to 
the primaries and vote for a man 
they know to be spotted it is time 
for moral sentiment to arouse and for 
our consciences to be quickened. [Ap- 
plause.] The civilizing elements need 
help just now.

FIRST ENGLISH LUTHERAN. 

Rev. M. H. Stine, the newly-appointed 
pastor of the First Engiish Lutheran 

Church. in his initial sermon yesterday 
morning left upon his listeners the im- 
pression that an earnest, straight-for- 

ward, practical preacher stood before 
them. One who would have the cour- 

age of his convictions and who would 
stand firmly by them, who would not be 
swayed or shaken by the counter-cur- 
rents of evil, but who believed that he 
had been sent here to preach the gos- 
pel, pure and simple, and upbuild the 
church. Evidently he has not come for 
his health or on a pleasure excursion. 
He means business. There was no dis- 
play of flowery rhetoric, or any attempt 
to make an impression.’’ He pre- 
faced his sermon by calling the atten- 
tion of his new flock to the fact that 
the attendance at the Sunday school 
was deplorably small. ‘‘This will never 
do,“ he said, in a church of 130 mem- 
bers to have but fifty in the Sunday 
school. The Sunday school is the nur- 
sery of the church and no church can 
prosper long which neglects its chil- 
dren and young people. Hereafter, by 
consent of the trustees, we*have de- 
cided to hold our Sunday school at 10

no use in waiting till our people return 

from their summer vacation, where, I 
am told, many of them are, to begin 
this reform. The way to begin is to 

commence at once.“

fectly familiar with church work, and 

my policy will be precisely like that of 
my predecessor, it is entirely unneces-

word of encouragement from the tex 
which you, have already heard in the 

morning lesson: Fear not, little flock, 
~ for it is your Father's good pleasure to 
give you the kingdom.’ This passage 
of Scripture contains an exhortation 
and gives a reason for it. There never 
Was an age in which there was not a 
necessity for this exhortation.

passed his faith in God; Elijah, stern 


ophet of old, fled into the desert and 
id, from fear; Peter's fear led him to 
deny his Master; the people on whom 
Christ performed miracles were afraid 
to 2 publicly His power, and 
Christians 6f today are afraid that the 
Master will forget them. Our fear is 
. what keeps the Church of God from ac- 
. complishtng what God designed it to in 
this nineteenth century. We depend 
upon rich men, we rely upon eloquence, 
. but we do not put that absolute trust in 
God, the one who has never yet gone 
back on His word; He who ignites the 
sun, who paints the petals of the flow- 
ers and tunes the throats of the birds; 
He who has promised to give the king- 
dom to His children. He has given us 
the kingdom in the realm of knowledge. 
All the great colleges of the world are

_STUPENDOUS HUMBUG. - 


Making Food Tests With Doctored Sam- 
ples. 
{Chronicle, San Francisco.] 

One of the new baking powder con- 
cerns which is trying to introduce its 
goods into this market acknowledges 
that it is behind the fraudulent test 
tricks which have recently been per- 
formed in the kitchens of this vicinity. 
It is remarkable that any manufac- 
turer claiming respectability should put 
himself in so contemptible a position as 
this. Thescheme which these parties 
are trying to work is one of the most 
stupendous humbugs of the day. It is 
not only a humbug, but so dishonest 
that its backers have not the courage 
to engage in it openly, but put forward 
innocent women to perform the public 
part of the disgraceful and illegal oper- 
ation. 
One of the women who was employed 
in the performance of these tricks, and 
who resigned her position when she 
found out their fraudulent character, 
thus describes the methods she was 
taught to use: She was to obtain a 
sampl: of the baking powder used in 
the house visited, mix it with water, 
boil it, and tell the kousekeeper that the 
gas given off indicated that there was 
something wrong about the powder. If 
the housekeeper’s imagination was not 
equal to the demands of the occasion, 
the tester was instructed to use a sam- 
ple can of the same powder which had 
been specially doctored and prepared to 
show the thing desired. | 

This test was ‘supplemented by an- 
other equally as fraudulent. A small 
quantity of the baking powder found 
in the kitchen and a similar quantity of 
the baking powder which the tester 
was trying to prove superior, were 
mixed with water in separate glasses. 
The ant bets pure would foam up 
quickly. e a glass of champagne 
while the rise 
trothing like yeast, the foam perhaps 
standing over the top of the glass. 
This the tester was taught to claim as 
an evidence of the superiority of the 
powder she carried. She had found 
out, however, by a rather unpleasant 
experience that she had been deceived 
and was likewise deceiving the house- 
keeper. A lady said to her one day 
when she was performing this test that 
she believed it was a fraud; that the 
extra foam upon the tester’s powder 
was caused by the introduction of an 
adulterant. The housekeeper then pro- 
cured a small quantity of flour, which 
she thoroughly mixed with her own 
powder before adding the water. 
When the mixture was stirred, exactly 
the same slow foam resulted as with 
the other powder. This showed the 
woman that the whole test was a hum- 
bug, and that the result was an evi- 
dence thatthe new powder carried by 
the tester contained an adulterant. 

There is another dishonest feature in 
this business. The baking powder 
which these traveling testers are trying 
to sell by these methods and upon the 
representation that all its ingredients 
are named upon the label of each can, 
‘anc that these ingredients are simply 
cream of tartar; soda and flour, is 
actually shown by the réports of official 
chemists to have in its composition

Militia ‘Rout~ the Enemy and 
Capture a Camp. 


How co. A and the Gatling Did 
Execution. 


‘tthe Some Good Long 
Range Shooting. | 


Only. Ons Mati Injared, and He Got Over 
Tue “Times” War Corre- 
spondent at the

San Pedro was yesterday recaptured 
from the enemy by Co. A, of the Sev- 
enth Regiment, N. G. C., and it was ac- 
complished in a blaze of glory. Iufor- 
mation had come to Los Angeles that 


the enemy's troops were preparing to 


evacuate the fortifications overlooking 
, Wilmington Bay, leaving a small force 
in charge to protect their retreat. 
Lieut. ‘Steere, with a detachment from 
Co. A, numbering about thirty-five men, 
including two visiting officers—Col. 
Schreiber and Lieut. Ogden—and a 
Times war correspondent, left Los An- 
geles on the 8:28 train yesterday morn- 
ing, carrying along the newly acquired 
Gatling gun to engage the enemy and 
capture his camp. 2 

Upon atrival at San Pedro scouts 
were sent out to locate the enemy, 
while the troops made a detour of the 
town. The artillery men first captured 
the horse and wagon of a teamster and 
tilized the outfit for hauling the Gat- 
ng up the hill, while the Visitors and 
correspondent cut across lots to head 
off the army at some convenient point 
mear the scene of the engagement. The 
few citizens who had not been driven 
away by the enemy ox lured to the 
beach by the rolling breakers, looked 
with awe and admiration upon the 
marching troops, who lost .little time 
in passing a given point. 
Scouts came in and reported that a 
small force of the enemy was intrenched 
over forninst the hills back of the 


noitering the troops marched! under 
cover (of their hats) directly to the 
dangerons locality, actually going closer 
to the enemy, though there was still a 
chance of escape. According to in- 
structions the approaching soldiers did 
not see the enemy until within a range 
of, about 800 yards, when fire was 
opened on. the dark figures which 
2 out in bold silhouette with 


the Palos Verdes hills behind them. 
The troops were formed into firing 
uads, while Sharpshooter Clark went 
Lieut.

„in command of t ring line, ad- 
vasced, supported by Corporal Wells’ 


Miles, in charge of 
the Gatling gun detachment. deployed 
to the left and waited for the signal 
to alxance. 

The infantry, by. rushes, advanced, 
arenes prone upon the ground and 
fired volley after volley into the ranks. 


the Gatling was ordered to go to work, 
and when it, had been trained upon the 
artillery force on the side hill the turn- 
ing of the crank caused a fusillade 
of shots, nearly all of which ap- 
parently. took effect. The bullets of 
the infantry sang merrily in the breeze, 
while the shots of the Gatling gun 
could be distinctly heard spatting 
against the hillside. 


corps, 
and the stretcher was soon called into 
requisition. a.wounded soldier to 
the rear, Schreiber, who went 


over to see 108 badly injured was the 


poor fellow, was informed that an ar- 
tery in the left leg was severed and im- 
mediate amputation was necessary. 
The gasping soldier was thereupon 
given a copious dose of water from a 
canteen, choking him to such a degree 
that he jumped up and wanted to kick 
the eternal daylights out of the whole 
hospital. Then everybody turned his 
attention again to the enemy, who, 
despite the deadly fire, seemed numer- 
ous as ever. 

By successive rushes and volleys the 
troops approached the enemy’s earth- 
works, when bayonets were fixed, a 
charge was made and the day was won. 

An inspection of the targets showed 
‘that Some good shooting had been done, 


thougn some of the best marksmen in 


the company were either absent or had 


been detailed for other duty. The six’ 


black canvas figures representing sol- 
diers in various attitudes were liberally 
perforated with bullet holes, and the 
framed cloth upon which an artist had 


painted the presentment of a Gatling 
gun and squad was even more punc- 


tured. This latter target, 6 feet 6 
inches square, had 257 holesinit. As 
440 shots has been fired at it at various 
ranges, the percentage of hits was 58.4 
per cent. As this was the initial trial 
of the Gatling here, and the ammunition 
was very old, the percentage is con- 
sidered quite good. The infantry hai 
made 14.25 per cent. of shots count 
on the targets. 

Then as each man in the enemy’s 
force had been punctured with from 
nineteen to eighty bullets they could 
be considered dead enough for prac- 


practical purposes, and the conquering | 


army marched back to the wharf, 
boarded a ferry boat, went over to 
Terminal Island to get a good dinner, 
and then waited for time to return 
home. 

It wasexpected that the result of this 
practice shoot would be heliographed 
to Gen. Johnson at Catalina Island, but 
the sun was so overcast with clouds of | 
fog that it was not practicable to get a 
flash, and that interesting feature of 
the day’s programme was necessarily 
omitted, anda dispatch was sent over 
by boat ‘Instead.

Tune future water supply of Pasadena is a 
question that rises paramount to all others, 
and is one that demands the thoughtful” 
consideration of every resident of the town 
and vicinity. It is unfortunate that the 
great majority ot the consumers so long. as 
they have sufficient water to supply their 
daily needs, go on the theory that all is 
well and give no thought to the morrow. 
At the same time a comparatively few rep- 
resentative citizens who are best posted on 
the matter are free to confess that the 
time is not far distant when operations of 
much greater magnitude than any so far 
undertaken in the way of development and 
storage facilities will be necessary to keep 
pace with the city’s steady and even rapid 

The summer of 91 convinced the people 
of Pasadena that the water supply was run- | 
ning short. The subject was freely agitated 
and finally receivd the attention of the 
Board of Trade. A committee of thirteen 
well-known citizens was appointed to thor- 
oughly investigate the water question and 


mys e committee faithfully fulfilled 
its functions and in due time submitted an 
exhaustive report, which covered the sub- 
ject in all ot its various details. And there

In addition to this, the East 
Side Company has constructed a storage 
reservoir with a capacity of over 20,000,- 
000 gallons—one of the largest in the State 
—-while the West Side Company has spent 


_*~€onsiderable money improving its Orange 


Grove avenue reservoir and its facilities 
for pumping water from the Sheep Corral 

springs. The North Pasadena Company has 
not been less progressive, having spared 
no expense to develop and protect from 
waste, its waters at the source of supply in 
the Arroyo Seco Cafion. 

As a regult the water supply of Pasadena 
has been materially increased this year, by 
just how mutch it is impossible to state at 
log One hundred inches would proba- 

ly be a conservative estimate. Those who 
have investigated the matter appreciate 
the fact that this increase hardly more 
than keeps pace with the town’s growth. 
. While there is no scarcity of water today, 

Pasadena could easily use more if she had 
it. As a matter of fact water is necessarfly 
denied in many tmstances for irrigation 
purposes, and the state of affairs ‘is further 
emphasized by the recent action of the East 
Side company in refusing to furnish water 
for sprinkling Colorado street to Lamanda 
Park, for the simple reason that they did 
not have it to spare. Ape 

It is an open question whether the Work of 
developnient in the near-by cafions has not 
about reached its limit. At the samte time 
there is no question -but that these same 


sources in winter time furnish an abundant [f 


supply for the entire year for a town three 
or four times the size of Pasadena. It re- 
solves itself then into a simple matter of 
storing the water. The Villa street resor- 
voir is the first important step in this di. 
rection, but 20,000,000 gallons even won't 
go very far in the summer season when the 
sprinkling carts alone consume over 200,- 
000 gallonsa day. 

Something more must be done if the 
town is expected to increase in population 
and in amount of land under cultivation. 
A mammotb dam at Devil's Gate seems to 
strike those best posted as the most prac. 
tical golutiom ofa difficult problem. The 
Arroyo Seco Canon would form a natural 
basin for a mammoth reservoir, and when. 
ever this idea is properly carried out Pasa. 
dena will be assured of an abundance of 
water for all time to com 

In just what way this is to be dccom. 
plished is another question, but it has got 
to come in some form or another tome time 
soon. If once the entire community could 
be aroused to the importance of the matter

A Suit of Interest to Frait-growers, 
Shippers and Canners, 


Seyeral Points as to the Rights of the 
Varieus [nterests Involved—What 

5 Goes to Make Up a Contract 

She Equities at Issue. 


fruit-growers throughout the State, and 
especially the great fruit-producing 
area of Southern California, was that 
instituted at the instigation of the plain- 
tiff in action by his attorneys, Messrs. 
Henry T. Gage and J. M. Kinley, in the 
United States Circuit Court Saturday. 
The plaintiff in action is M. G. Montes 
de Oca, the defendant, the Colton Fruit 
Packing Company, a leading concern of 
its kind in the State and the understood 
leading supplemental institution of the 
Cutting Packing Company of San Fran- 
cisco, leading packers, preservers and 
shippers of fruit on the Pacific Coast. 
Plaintiff, as an orator before the Fed- 
eral Court, states that he is, and at all 
times recited in his complaint, has been 
a subject of the Kingdom ot Spain, 


therefore the institution of his suit in 


the court. A further averment is tothe 
effect that the case at bar involves an 
amount exceeding $8000. After re- 
citing the fact that the company de- 
fendant is a corporation; and as such 
duly organized and incorporated under 
the laws of the State, plaintiff re- 
cites that on or about July 2, 
1892, he owned and had for 
sale about three tons of apricots and 
350 tons of peaches, which the Colton 
8 Company, through its duly ac- 
credit agent, expressed a desire to 
purchase ot him. In the consummation 
of the sale, plaintiſft and defendant 
agreed on a proposition nominating that 


highest market price for his fruit ruling 
at that date and defendant eing to 
supply as rapidly as demanded boxes 
for packing and shipping the fruit to 
Redlands Junction, the point agreed 
upon by the parties for the delivery of 
such fruit to defendant. The packing 
company further agreed to pay 
freight charges, to make no deduction 
on account of over-ripe, green or dam- 
aged fruit, and to receive and credit 
the plaintiff for such fruit as deliv- 
ered at Redlands Junction and pay for 
the same according to its actual weight 
at the station named. The Colton 
Packing Company still further agreed 
to release from further fulfillment of 
the contract plaintiff, in case it should 
in any particular violate its agreement 
and to allow plaintiff to keep as his own, 
in that event, all moneys advanced him 
by defendant as earnest money. 

Plaintiff alleged that July 2, 1893, a 
sale of his fruit was by him made to de- 
fendant on the terms and conditions 
above recited; but owing to the unrea- 
sonable hour, the drawing of the neces- 
sary agreements between them was 
postponed, That in their stead, the 
plaintiff depended on the defendant to 
make a memoranda thereof, which as 
he upposed would be incorporated in 
the‘actual agreement. That, upon the 
rep ntation then and there made 
that such would be done by the defen- 
dant, plaintiff then affixed his signa- 
ture to the memoranda presented him 
by defendant to sign; and received of 
defendant his memoranda, without 
looking at or reading. either of them. 
‘Plaintiff’s memoranda he later found to 
read as follows: 

Couton, Cal., July 2, 1892. 

Bought of M. G. Montes de Oca, to be de- 
livered at Colton during the season of 
189—, the following described fruit, grown 
by himself, all of which is to be of good, 
merchantable quality: All his apricots, 
aboyt eight tons, and all his peaches, of all 
varieties, at $16.50 per ton, Colton Pack- 
ing e to pay fr 8 on cars. 

CKING COMPANY, 
WILSON Hays, 

The memoranda he signed and gave 
defendant was: 

CoLTON, Cal., July 2, 1892. 

Sold to the Colton Packing Company. to 
be delivered at their factory in Colton dur- 
ing the season of 1892, the following fruit 
grown by myself, all of ‘which is to be of 
good, merchantable quality. It is expressly 
agreed that all fruits shall be first-class, 
and any unripe, soft, small or imperfect 
fruit isto be weighed back and ucted: 
All my apricots, about eight tons, and all 
my peaches of all varieties, at $16.50 per 
top, Colton packing Company to pay freight 
on cars, M. G. MONTES DB Ova. 

Plaintiff alleges these contracts do 
not state correctly the agreement made 
by him with defendant when they were 
drawn, in that they do not state the 
actual price at which the crop was be- 
ing sold, which was the then highest 
market price, $25 perton; that they 
also fail to state that defendant should 
pay $1000 to plaintiff as earnest money 
which should be forfeited if the con- 
tract was violated; that the plaintiff 
should have boxes delivered him as re- 
quired; that they do not truthfully re- 
cite the point of delivery and that they 
fail, among other points, that defend- 
ant could pay for the fruit as delivered 
at Redlands Junction. 

Plaintiff next avers that he has re- 
ceived from defendant $1000 as such 
earnest money, and had, prior to the 
discovery of the fraud he alleges was 
practiced upon him, in that defendant 
had made false weights of fruits 
3 him he had sent to defendant 

2 pounds of fruit, whereas he had 
been credited with having shipped but 
5424 pounds; and that defendant had 
fraudulently deducted tare of the boxes 


from two to three and one-half pounds. 

Plaintiff then goes on to aver that, 
the alleged fraudulent practices of de- 
fendant ascertained, he at once made 
demand for a written contract setting 
forth the original agreement, from de- 
fendants, which they refused to give 
him. He then tendered the $1000 
back and this was refused. He asks 
that, because of the perishable char- 
acter of the fruit andits rapid appreach 
to the time for canning and its absolute 
less if not so disposed of, à receiver be 
appointed by the Court te receive such 
fruit in merchantable shape and con- 
vert the same into money at the best 
obtainable price, and hold moneys so 
derived until the Court orders what dis- 
position shall be made of it. After 
alleging that with the Cutting Company 
and many other companies, the defend 
aut entered into a combine to cinch“ 
fruit-growers, secure fruits at rates far 
below their real value and then sell at 
actual going rates, which have not been 
less than $25 per ton for apricots and 
peaches, and to otherwise defraud fruit- 
growers, plaintiff asks the Counrt to do 
as it deems fit with the $1000 earnest. 
money of the defendant, appoint a re- 
ceiver, that plaintiff be relieved from 
any responsibility, and that the con- 
tracts cited be declaree a fraud prac- 
ticed upon him by defendant, and that 
such further restoration be made him 
which the Court may deem equitable. 

De Oca estimates the value of his crop 
at the rates ruling at the time of its 
sale to be above $8000.

SMALLPOX AT SAN DIEGO. 


The Situation at Chula Vista Assum 


the 
Who Allowed the Disease to Spread, 
Although Informed of Its Ex- 
istence—A Disgrace. 


— 


The outbreak of smallpox at Chula 
Vista, a suburb of San Diego, as pub- 
lished in the telegraphic columns yes- 
terday morning, caused considerable 
talk in this city yesterday, and it is 

robable that. the Health Officer will 

ring the matter before the Council to- 
day, in order that proper quarantine 
precautions may be taken. The follow- 
ing details of the situation at San Diego 
are from the Union of yesterday: 

The smallpox situation at Chula Vista has 
assumed avery serious phase. From one 
case the dread disease has spread to four, 
and others are Mable to appear at any 
time. The Supervisors were cognizant. of 
the state of affairs, but failed to take any 


action in the matter until Friday morning, | 


when Health Officer Magee appeared before 
the board and urged the immediate estab- 
lishment of a quarantine over the neigh- 
borhood and at the same time made some 
startling disclosures... He opened the eyes 
of the Supervisors. considerably. 

The board instructed Dr. Crepin, the 
county physician, to proceed to Chula 
Vista and make a thorough investigation of 
the situation. He reported yesterday 
morning that there were several new 
cases, and that there would be more, many 
more, if immediate action was not taken 


im establishing a strict quarantine. 


It appears trom what the doctor says 
that the first case was that of a boy about 
18 years old, who aad been down in Mexico 
and returned te his home several weeks 
since. Shortly after his arrival he was 
taken sick, and it was soon learned that he 
had smallpox. No steps were taken to 

vent the spread of the disease, and now 
two of his sisters are down and a 15-year- 
old girl residing a half mile distant from 
his home has taken the disease. All of the 
cases, however, are of a mild form, 

It is reported that the members of the 
families in which smallpox exists are firm 
believers in divine healing, and retuse to 
employ a physician, It is further claimed 
that protracted meetings are being ‘held 
nearly every day in the rooms of pa- 
tients. These meetings are attended by all 
those who believe in Christian science and 
are able to be present, It is reported that 
the attendance at these meetings is large. 

It is further claimed, and the informa- 
tion comes from à very reliable source, 
that several ot the male members of the 
families—even the young man who has re- 
covered from the effects of the disease— 
have been gathering fruit in their orchards, 
bringing it to the city and selling it on the 
streets. This will be pleasant information 
for those who have been purchasing their 
fruit during the past few weeks from street 
venders. 

Yesterday the Supervisors telephoned for 
Dr. Buxton of National City for the purpose 
of engaging him to look after the cases and 
to see that the disease does not spread. 
ared before the board late in the 
at $25 a day. The board thought the price 
umreasonable and said that the county 
could not afford the expense. A couple of 
guards could be engaged at a considerable 
lower figure, and they would attend to mat- 
ters until a physician who was willing to 
work for a smaller sum could be engaged. 
After some discussion it was decided to 
place a quarantine over the houses and to 
engage a physician as soon as possible.
